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Strike Status Shows No Change as Output Drops to 75,375 
for Week; Idleness May Spread; 300,000 Passenger Cars and 
37,000 Truck Registrations Estimated for the Month of December 


With 112,800 workers idle as the result 
of sit-down strikes (and their after ef- 
fects) in General Motors plants in various 
sections of the country, union representa- 
tives and GM officials seemed as far 
apart Tuesday as they were when the strike started two 
weeks ago. The first real violence in the strike so far 
developed Monday night at the Flint Fisher Body plant 
when corporation guards attempted to halt the delivery 
of food to strikers remaining within the plant. Tuesday 
Governor Murphy, of Michigan, announced that one regi- 
ment of state militia would be sent to Flint to maintain 
order. This move was no doubt prompted by reports that 
union sympathizers were coming to Flint from other 
strike centers to back up the workers there. Meanwhile 
with United Automobile Workers officials in Washington 
conferring with heads of the Committee for Industrial 
Organization, the basic situation remained unchanged, 
with General Motors definitely refusing to enter into 
negotiations until the men evacuate occupied plants, and 
' the union refusing to order their men out. This seems 
to be the key to the deadlock at the present time and 
there can be little question of the justice of the corpora- 
tion claims. In effect, the union men have kidnapped the 
corporation plants and are holding them as hostages, 
meanwhile demanding that the corporation bargain with 
them collectively. Bargaining under such circumstances 
could only mean that, while two can make a bargain, 
only one gets it. Thus the deadlock is likely to continue 
unless more active intervention is participated in by 
federal or state authorities.

Shutdown in General Motors production 
plants, which became almost complete 
with the closing of Pontiac and Olds- 
mobiles assembly lines Tuesday evening, 
threatens to spread unemployment 
through dealer ranks as well. With the curtailment of 
new car output and the stoppage of service and repair 
parts to dealersrips, the strike seems destined to jeopar- 
dize the employment of 50,000 retail salesmen and a 
equal number or more of mechanics and service men 
employed by General Motors dealers. Dealers themselves 
are making a valiant effort to avoid any such contingency 
by using their salesmen and other workers to collect 
accounts receivable, to move used cars and to stimulate 
service work among present owners. To some extent the 
curtailment will be helpful to dealers in this respect and 
will put them in an advantageous position to recapture 
some of their present losses when cars are once more 
available.

, Up to the present time, the labor difficul- 
ties have been limited largely to General 
Held Motors plants. This seems in line with 
To GM the union policy since their strategy 
seems aimed at winning public confid- 

ence by making it appear that other companies already 
have fallen in line and that GM is the lone recalcitrant. 
Then, too, these leaders seem to feel that, with other

companies remaining in operation, greater economic pres- 
sure can be brought to bear on GM management. Spo- 
radic sit-downs have developed at other points however, 
such as the strike last Friday at Briggs’ Meldrum Ave. 
plant which produces bodies for the Lincoln-Zephyr 
division of the Ford Motor Co., and another sit-down at 
the plant of the Michigan Tool and Die Co. Union men at 
the latter plant claimed that they sat down when 25 
workers were discharged for union activity. The com- 
pany, on the other hand, claimed that none had been dis- 
charged, but some men had been laid-off as the result of 
curtailment of orders due to the GM strike.

.That pressure is being brought to bear on 
union leaders by non-union workers, who 
have been thrown out of employment as 
the result of the strike, is seen in the re- 
quests sent to Gov. Murphy over the week- 
end, demanding a secret vote to determine the extent of 
strike sentiment among all workers. The Governor has 
not yet announced what his decision in the case will be, 
and there is some question as to what legal steps could 
be taken to end the strike should the majority vote in 
favor of peaceful return to their jobs. In some circles 
it is expected that President Roosevelt will be asked to 
intervene following the 
Washington Tuesday. Whether the President will feel 
justified in taking part in the dispute at the present time 
still remains to be seen,

In a notice posted throughout the various 
plants of the Chrysler Corp. Friday, the posi- 
tion of the corporation in relation to labor 
was set forth clearly as follows: 

“It has come to our attention that a number 
of our employes are being told that they must join a labor 
organization in order to hold a job in this plant or to be 
able to bargain collectively with this management. In 
some cases employes tell us that they are being coerced 
and intimidated. 

“In order that there may be no misunderstanding or 
uncertainty, the management’s position has been stated 
before and is now sated again as follows: 

“1. Nobody has to join any organization to get a job or 
to keep a job in this plant. Membership or non-member- 
ship in any organization is not a condition of employment 
here. 

“2. It is not necessary for any employe of this plant to 
join any labor organization or to pay dues to it to bargain 
collectively with us or to settle any matter pertaining to 
employment with this company. 

“3. The management of this plant will discuss and 
settle any matter affecting conditions of employment of 
any employe with the employe himself or with any repre- 
sentative he chooses.”

The opinion expressed doubt of 
the right of the federal govern- 
ment to regulate employment, 
even in interstate commerce.

Reflecting the effect of the striké on 
Output Drops General Motors divisions, production this 
to 75,375 week is estimated at 75,375 units, down 
This Week nearly 10,000 units from the revised esti- 
mate of 83,305 units last week. Ford is the 
week’s top producer, with an estimated output of about 
6,000 units a day or approximately 30,000 for the week. 
Second comes Plymouth with an estimated 11,000 for the 
week. Dodge should run to about 7,000. Hudson and 
Terraplane are expected to account for roughly 3,600 jobs. 
Packard lines will probably hit a pace of about 2,800 
units for the week. Studebaker is expected to show a 
gain this week and should turn out some 2,485 units. 
Nash and LaFayette are holding steady at 2,250. De Soto 
is expected to complete 2,200 units and Chrysler 2,000. 
All divisions of Chrysler Corp. are expected to run at 
capacity rates. Willys is expected to run off approxi- 
mately 1,500 units during the week. Graham is now back 
in production after an inventory period and is expected 
to double last week’s output and add some 600 units to 
the week’s total. Cord will produce about 40 units and 
miscellaneous companies, including truck manufacturers, 
will probably taper off to about 5,500 units. Pontiac closed 
Wednesday and Oldsmobile Tuesday night. Pontiac fin- 
ished an estimated 2,900 jobs. Oldsmobile probably com- 
pleted about 1,500 jobs. Both plants are expected to run 
off parts, but assembly operations will necessarily be 
stopped. Chevrolet, Buick and Cadillac have ceased 
operations.
